creased the distrust previously felt. 

THE SPREAD OF SOCIALISM. 

The spread of Socialism appears.to affect 
even the veteran soldiers’ associations. 
Uneasy under the indications of discontent 

among the veterans, the Emperor desires 
that no soldiers’ associations, old or new, 
be. authorized, unless the statutes of such 
associations contain ap articie affirming at- 
tachment and devotion to the Emperor. 
Such associations must also exclude from 
discussion at their meetings all political 
and religious questions. 

UNPLEASANT RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 

The new Spapish Ambassador, Count 
Fascon, arrived here yesterday. Count 
Benomar has not yet presented his letter of 
recall, and is therefore still recognized as 
Spain's here. The relations 
between Germany and — ain are becoming 
decidedly unpleasant. Stumm, Ger- 
man Minister at Madrid, rosenty sounded 
Sefior Armijo, Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Afttairs, in regard to the attitude of Spain in 
the event of war between France and Ger- 
many.

Martin Aguirre was seen on the streets 
by a Times reporter last night, and when 
asked what he knew abcut the murder, said 
nothing. He bad receivefi word that Wil- 
son was in custody in Arizona, and had 
gone as far as ‘lucson, where he found that 
it was the wrong man.

ORPHANS' HOME. 


What Mrs. Gibson Has to Say About 
ite Management. 

Mrs. Frank A. Gibson, secretary of the 
Los Angeles Orphans’ Home, has written a 
lengthy communication to THE Trmks, set- 
ting forth the wants of the institution and 
defining its financial condition.

The Republicans carried the city 
ticket, with the exception of Mayor; 
the Democrats elected five and the 
Republicans three of the new members 
of the Council, making that body 
stand, under the coming reorganiza- 
tion, eleven Democrats to four Repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Bryson’s majority is 860, show- 
ing a change of More than two thou- 
sand votes within thirty days! “Such 
is life on the border.”’

Wasninaton, Dec. 4.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} Senator Gibson introduced a 
bill today for the establishment in the In- 
terior Department of a bureau of health, to 
be under the direction of a commissioner, 
who shall receive an annual salary of 
$5000, It also provides for the appointment 
by the Pre sident of a health commission, to 
be composed of 20 members, who shall be 
divided into six sections, as follows: Five. 
for the yellow fever section and three each 
for the cholera, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, 
smallpox and diphtheria sections, Each 
member shajl receive an annual salary of 
$1200, and it shall be their duty to investi- 
gate the cause, origin and best mode of pre- 
vention of the diseases mentioned. Five 
members of the commission shall be organ- 
ized into a quarantine commission, whose 
duty it shall bg to examine into and report 
on the efficiency of the quarantines at the 
various seaports of the United States, Upon 
the report of the commission to the Health 
Comunissioner, if the quarantine service at 
any port is inefficient the Commissioner is 
commanded to direct the Collector of Cus- 
toms at the port to refuse entry to any ves- 
sels, goods or persons coming from any in- 
fected place unless the vess=l shall have 
undergone quarantine at some national 
quarantine station. The Heaith Commis- 
sioner is directed, whenever called on by a 
Governor of a State to make rules and reg- 
Wations and take measures for the su 
pression of any infectious disease. .1t is

San Francisco, Dec. 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Ex-Goy. C. C, Stevenson of 
Nevada and Wales L. Palmer were on trial 
before Superior Judge Wallace today, 
charged with defrauding the stockholders

Is there 
any brouder gate to temptation than 
that open to the man who loves his 
family, yet who has a wife who livesa 
life devoted to frivolity, and who would 
be less pained by the lack of sympathy 
in hér husband than she would be to 
miss an evening at a fashionable party? 

The obligations of tamily life are 
serious obligations. We may ignore 
them and lose sight of their import- 
ance, but sooner or later we must face 
the responsibilities which they bring 
and give answer bow the duties rest- 
ing upon us have been fulfilled. We 
may run away from duty, but we can- 
not escape the penalty forso doing. We 
may shut our *s to these sacred 
every-day responsibilities, but we can- 
not turn our back to the Judge who 
will ere long demand the reason of our 
blindness. 

I pity the man who takes no time 
from his business life for the pleasant 
amenities and sacred joys ot the home 
circle; who never lends a sympathetic 
ear to his wife in the nobler aspira- 
tions of her true womanhood; who 
never studies the bent of his children’s 
minds, and who devotes no time to 
their mental and moral training. I 
pity the man who has a wife to whom 
the pleasures of fashionable society are 
dearer than the home, and who is will- 
ing to leave the care of her little ones 
largely to nurses and hirelings. Down 
through coming generations the results 
of parental neglect must reach, and it 
willcry out aloud from degenerated 
descendants, the awful weight of 
bine continually increasing With the 
ever-lengthening years. The‘ tomor- 
rows of all time will witness against us 
if we allow the business or the pleas- 
ures of life to militate against parental 
duties and obligations.

- Stewed chicken is made better by be- 
ing served on toast, or make a ‘pan of 
biscuit, break them apart, hot, and 
pour the. gravy over them. 

Ice Pudding.—Make a custard with a 
pint anda half of milk, one whole egg 
aud tite yelks of four others, and a 
quarter of a pound of sugar; when 
cold, add halt a glass of brandy, a 
glass of maraschino, an ounce of citron, 
cut fine, a quarter of a pound of dried 
fruits, ‘and an ounce of pistachio nuts, 
the fruits, being cut up in smiall’ pieces, 
the pistachio nuts blanched and split;
